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Dear General Collins: 
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We have reviewed Dr. Hunt's outline of his information 
requirements concerning specific programs pertaining to the 
Vietnam pacification effort for the period 1964-1973. In 
setting forth his requirements, Dr. Hunt added the "National 
Police" and "Enemy Order of Battle" as topics to his request 
which greatly increased the scope of the original request 
for information on pacification programs in South Vietnam. 

We wish to point out that USAID was the primary U.S. Govern- 
ment component responsible for National Police funding, 
advising and training. The Agency, by law, was restricted 
to working with the Special Branch of the National Police, 
and information derived from Special Branch operations was 
disseminated to members of the U.S. Intelligence Community, 
including DIA. Concerning Dr. Hunt's request for order of 
battle information including the infrastructure, we must 
defer to DIA and Army holdings on this subject. 

In reference to the remaining topics requested, it is 
believed that the vast majority of the information is already 
available within military channels, the military either 
having participated in the cited programs, or having received 
appropriate CIA disseminations. Accordingly, in order to 
assist Dr. Hunt, we have attached a special computer listing 
of some eleven hundred reports, studies and memoranda dissemi- 
nated by various members of the Intelligence Community on the 
topics in which he is interested. 

Pertaining to Agency operational files, it is estimated 
that it would take a three-person task force four to six weeks 
just to conduct an initial review of the appropriate files to 
determine if the material is pertinent to the Information 
requested. It would then take several or more months to 
complete the detailed review, sanitization, reproduction and 
clearance procedures. An undertaking of this magnitude would 
require that the task force work at our records retirement 
center, not at Headquarters. The manpower for such an under- 
taking is currently unavailable. 
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In view of the above, it is our belief that an 
exhaustive review of Agency operational files will not 
produce any significant amount of data not formally published 
already to merit such a large undertaking. Accordingly, 
the attached references constitute the extent to which the 
Agency, all conditions considered, can do to honor this 
request.

1. Reference states the Army request to review Agency 
and Saigon Station records pertaining to pacification programs 
in Vietnam during the 1964-73 period. A review of the docu- 
ments which retired the subject records, indicates these 
records cannot be released in their present form. This review 
also reveals that there are some eight boxes (80 cubic feet) 

of material that would have to be recalled for further examina- 
tion to determine if the material actually pertains to any of 
the dozen or more pacification programs in effect during the 
stated period. It is estimated that such project would take 
one or two people up to a month to complete at a minimum. 
Additional research involving a more lengthy time period would 
be necessary if this project is actually carried out to its 
prescribed end. 

2. Before proceeding, however, a statement would be 
obtained from Dr. Hunt outlining the exact parameters of 

his requirement including identities of specific pacification 
programs. An accurate record of the time expended in support 
of this requirement will be kept for the record and for use 
in any contemplated billing of the Department of Army. It 
is believed that there will be considerable cost (possibly 
over ten thousand dollars) involved in reviewing the material, 
completing required sanitization and then reproduction prior 
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to gaining approval for releasing any recommended material 
to Dr. Hunt’s office. The availability of personnel will 
also have a bearing on the time necessary to complete this 
contemplated project.
